A. Dual of past-tense verb forms 

The humaa form of past-tense verbs is made by adding -aa either to 
the corresponding huwa stem or to the corresponding hiya stem: in the 
first case the resulting verb is masculine and in the second case the 
resulting verb is feminine. 

katab 'he wrote' katabaa 'both of them (M) 

wrote ' 

katabat 'she wrote' katabataa 'both of them (F) 

wrote ' 

The antumaa form of past- tense verbs ends in -umaa : 

katabtumaa 'both of you (M. or F.) wrote' 



B. The use of gad 

When it precedes a past-tense verb form, gad usually expresses one 
of two meanings: (1) certainty regarding the completion of the act 
designated by the verb, or (2) contrast between the act designated by 
the verb which follows gad and some other event. 

qad dahab. 'He did go.' 

qad qara'tu jjuz'a 'I have already read the 

l'awwala mina lmaqaal, first part of the article, and 
wa sa'aqra'u jjuz'a will read the second part 

69aaniya lyawm. today. ' 

Notice that in the second example above, the already completed 
act is contrasted with the future one.

A. Weak and sound roots 

A triliteral root (i.e., one which consists of three consonants) 
is weak if it contains a weak consonant (i.e., a /w/ or a /y/ which 
is represented differently in various stems) . Thus the root xwf is 
weak as can be seen from comparing the stems xawwaf "he frightened' , 
xaaf 'he was afraid', xaa ' if 'afraid', etc. Again, the root d9w is 
weak as can be seen from comparing the stems da9aa 'he invited (someone)', 
yad9uu 'he invites (someone)', da9wa (t) ' invitation' , etc. A root 
with an initial weak consonant is referred to as an "assimilated 
root", one with a medial weak consonant is referred to as a "hollow 
root", and one with a final weak consonant is referred to as a "defective 
root." 

If not weak, a triliteral root is referred to as a "sound root." 



B. Weak and sound verbs 

A weak verb is one which has a weak root. A weak verb is called 
"assimilated" if it contains an assimilated root, "hollow" if it contains 
a hollow root, and "defective" if it contains a defective root. 

A sound verb is one which contains a sound root. 



C. Present-tense hollow verb forms of Measure I 

In present-tense hollow verb forms of Measure I, the middle root 
consonant is replaced by vowel length; in some forms the long vowel is 
/uu/, in others it is /ii/, and in still others it is /aa/ (these long 
vowels are shortened when the syllable in which they occur is closed ) . 
Hence there are three types of Measure I hollow verbs, depending on the 
vowel of the present-tense form. 

The affixes indicating agreement with the subject are the same for 
weak verbs and sound verbs. 



A syllable is "closed" if it ends in one or two consonants, and 
"open" if it ends in a vowel. When written in terms of the Arabic 
alphabet, closed syllables are easy to recognize since they end in a 
letter which has a sukuun :

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D. Hollow verbs of Type I
